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Cost Finding Cotton Mill 


Written for the Southern Textile Bulletin by Thos. B. Hudgin. 


One of the regrettable facts of cost 
finding systems, (so-called), in cot- 
ton mills is that each separate and 
distinct organization usually has a 
system or process all and peculiarly 
its own; which has been worked out 
by one of the executives or by some 
one under his supervision. The 
process of arriving at something that 
could be used in their special organ- 
ization, was oftentimes one that did 
not take into consideration other 
plants working under similar con- 
ditions, and doubtless from whom 
invaluable information could have 
been secured. This, however, was 
totally disregarded and a system pe- 
cuharly “their own” was evolved. 

Many valuable suggestions can be 
had from the world war alone the 
line of standardization, which fea- 
ture played an extremely important 
and vital part in bringing victory to 
the Allies. Briefly mentioning two: 
a standard cartridge was used for 
sthall arms: rifle cartridges being 
interchangeable for automatic rifles 
and machine guns, which simplified 
matters a great deal. Then the 
aeroplanes finally adopting a stand- 
ard or “Liberty” motor. This re- 
dueed the number or rather variety 
of machhines in manufacturing and 
permitted increased production at a 
lower cost. 

But, furthermore, an every-day 
evidence of the success of following 
a perfected standard is the Ford 
automobile, this shows what stand- 
ardization can do when handled in 
a highly systematized manner; in the 
reduetion of costs. 

To return to our subject, why not 
then have a standard cost finding 
system in cotton mills? Is it not 
worth a great deal to have such in- 
stalled in plants that have none, or 
a socalled system upon which the 
selling agent depends with an inse- 
eure feeling, not knowing absolute- 
ly that the figures furnished him 
represent an exact cost? Many 
plants depend upon an “average 
cost.” which means the total cost of 
operation divided by the total 
pounds of finished product. The re- 
sult obtained is used as a basis on 
which sales are made, and for plain 
goods mills this holds fairly well, 
where there are only a few numbers 
of yarns being spun, but it is a dan- 
gerous practice where there are 
many numbers of yarns being made. 


No practical spinner would contend 
for a moment that he can produce 
30's and 40's yarn for the same cost 
per pound. He fully knows that 
fewer pounds of 40's will be pro- 
duced as against 30's, and even if he 
is paying the same rate per side for 
spinning, there is a higher cost at 
the very outset. | 

In speaking of the vital necessity 
of a thorough cost system, one upon 
which the selling agent can infalli- 
bly base his figures, the general 
manager and treasurer of a 50,000 
spindle mill that was weaving fancy 
combed goods said, “It would be 
worth thousands of dollars to your 
company (speaking of where the 
writer was employed), if you. could 
convinee a certain party (the presi- 
dent and treasurer of another plain 
and faney goods mill), that he posi- 
tively cannot produce a fancy weave 
af an increased cost relatively in line 
with a plain weave.” To more fully 
explain, the general manager was 
installing and familiarizing himself 
with our cost system and knew if 
the other party could be led to see 
the vital necessity of doing away 
with “averages and guesswork” 
costs and “get down to brass tacks,” 
using the language of the streets, 
that matters and especially bids for 
new orders would be made much 
more conservatively than in the 
past, by the president and treasurer, 
before mentioned. 

The trouble was this president and 
treasurer, having a general idea of 
the “average cost” of plain or print 
cloths on medium numbers, took 
these figures and relatively, as he 
thought, estimated what it would 
cost to weave a fancy combed piece 
of goods. To the practical textile 
man this attitude is absurd and ex- 
tremely dangerous. He has found 
by careful study and observation 
that as the counts of yarns go high- 
er an increasing cost is certainly to 
he encountered, and if same is made 
in chart farm, a curve representing 
the rise or increase, as the numbers 
go higher the curve becomes more 
near perpendicular, whereas with 
the lower counts the rise is very 
gradual. 

Some plants follow the method of 
lumping the supplies and repairs 
used, incident to the ordinary run- 
ning of the mill, as a charge against 
the weave room, or as the expres- 


sion goes,, “Cents per loom per day,” 
or ‘Dollars per loom per day,” 
whichever they are accustomed to 
use. This will give ultimate results 
that can be used. But on the other 
hand, if the supply clerk has been 
required to keep accurate records 
of the charges to each department 
or manufacturing unit, it will be a 
simple matter to enter each charge 
in with the labor charge of its unit 
and divide by the pounds production 
on @ach process, thereby obtaining a 
cost per pound. 

The method of dividing the power 
cost to manufacturing units requires 
some detail, but is easily handled 
where the necessary data is avail- 
able. The items entering into the 
power cost are various and differ 
with individual plants. We find la- 
bor, coal, k. w. hours (electricity:, 
up-keep of water wheels, supplies 
and the power department's per- 
centage of the following: overhead, 
depreciation, taxes, fire insurance. 
The total of these are then appor- 
tioned to the manufacturing units 
on the basis of horsepower requir- 
ed to ru neach unit or department. 
For the weave room where there are 
different widths of looms the power 
eost as a whole is further subdi- 
vided over the different widths to 
arrive at the correct cost per loom. 
The practical manufacturer well 
knows that a 30-inch loom will not 
consume the power that a 60-inch 
loom will. 


With regard to the overhead, same 
should be apportioned to manufac- 
turing units on the basis of payroll. 
The reason for this can be readily 
seen. The items which compose 
overhead, such as superintendent's 
salary, manufacturing miscellany, 
executives’ salaries, payroll insur- 
ance, interest on borrowed money, 
outside expense, schools, welfare, 
accidents, etc. cannot readily be 
handled otherwise, for the money 
actually expended for labor, if it is 
less will not require as much over- 
head, ete., as to supervision, where 
on the other hand, as the amount 
increases the cost of supervision will 
be greater. To arrive at a correct 
and satisfactory cost, each produc- 
tive unit and the power department 
should bear its proportion of over- 
head or burden as it is often called. 

To arrive at a correct distribution 
of depreciation a plant appraisal or 


valuation is necessary, by units. 
Take everything, the power plant, 
machine shop, opener, picker, card 
room on through the entire plant. 
It is customary with many mills to 
charge off periodically a specified 
amount on a basis of so much per 
spindle per year. Said amount is 
apportioned to units or departments 
on basis of 20 per cent to floor space 
or building value and 80 per cent to 
machinery value. This simplifies it- 
self, after once a plant valuation is 
obtained. 

It is customary now with most 
mills to pay their help weekly. On 
this weekly basis we go into the mill 
and secure direet from the overseer 
of each department his detail labor 
cost, day by day. What is meant by 
detail in this instance is: take for 
example the card room, where we 
first find wages on a piece basis. For 
example, an operative on fly frame, 
“or frame hand,” is paid so much 
per hank; his earnings will natural- 
ly be the hanks he is enabled to 
run during the week. Said hanks 
represent a certain number of 
pounds. Divide dollars paid by 
pounds produced and we have the 
cost per pound for this particular 
hank roving. A similar practice is 
gone through with on all fly frames 
from slubbers through speeders or 
jacks. The foregoing we term di- 
rect labor. Then there is a class of 
labor necessary to the running of 
the frames we may term general la- 
bor on roving; such as doffers, oil- 
ers, roving markers, fixers, etc. 
Their wages are apportioned on the 
percentage basis of the direct labor. 
It is readily understood that this 
cost is dependent upon the direct 
labor and should be so divided. Then 
we come to general labor such as 
the overseer, second hand, elevator 
man, etc. Their wages as a lump 
sum represent a percentage of all 
the direct help and is so divided, be- 
ing apportioned to the cost of the 
different hank rovings being run. 

After making the division of labor 
as set forth, to complete our card 
room cost through manufacturing, 
we add the charge for supplies and 
repairs, to the department, and its 
percentage of power cost and divide 
on the basis of speeder spindles. In 
other words, there are a_ certain 
number of speeder spindles running

Spindles and Capital of $7,000,000.

(From the Gastonia Gazette.) 

From their premier position 
among the pioneer cotton mill build- 
ers in Gaston county, the Lineber- 
ger-Stowe interests at Belmont have 
never been displaced and today they 
hold first rank among the mills of 
the county in number of spindles 
and capital stock. From the organ- 
ization of the Chronicle Mill in 1901 
with a capital stock of only $100,000 
and R. L. Stowe as the chief pro- 
moter, the mill business at Belmont 
has grown to the magnificent total 
of eleven corporations in Belmont 
alone, representing approximately 
145,000 spindles and an authorized 
capital stock of $7,000,000. Soon af- 
ler the Chronicle Mill was built 
came the Imperial and Majesite and 
Mr. A. C. Lineberger, of Tuckaseege, 
one of the foremost cotton mill au- 
thorities in the South, became asso- 
ciated with the Belmont Mills as 
president. 


In addition to the presidency of 
the Belmont Mills mentioned below, 
Mr. Lineberger is president of the 
Rowan Cotton Mills at Salisbury, a 
concern of 10,000 spindles and $600,- 
capital, manufacturmge auto tire 
fabrics, and is interested in the 
Vance Mills at Salisbury and Supe- 
rior Yarn Mills at Statesville. 


The growth of the mill business 
has been truly magical and the rise 
of the men connected therewith has 
been equally as wonderful. For in- 
stance, a few days ago there were 
organized in the town of Belmont 
within the space of 36 hours three 
new cotton mills with a combined 
capital stock of $3,800,000. Listed on 
the board of directors of these mills 
are men who, 20 years ago, were 
hereabouts. Such facts as these are 
illustrative and typical of the cot- 
nothing more than doffers and ordi- 
nary helpers m the first mills built 
ten mills at Belmont. All the super- 
infendents have risen from a low 
place in the ranks to positions com- 
manding $4,000 and $5,000 yearly sal- 
aries. 

A spirit of co-operation and har- 
mony exists between employer and 
employe ‘that is seldom found. The 
employes are a staid, settled class, 
thrifty, progressive and educated. 
Many of them own their own homes, 
their own automobiles and carry 
bank and B. and L. deposits. For 
years they have enjoyed unexcelled 
educational opportunities. Soon, a 
new and modern school building is 
to be erected in the very heart of 
the mill district at Belmont. 

“The there new mills at Belmont 
organized last August, the Crescent, 
Aeme and Sterling, will all be run- 
ning soon, I think,” said Mr. A. C. 
Lineberger in conversation with a 
Daily Gazette man last night. “First 
shipments of machinery are due to 
begin arriving in March and we hope 
to be spinning yarn in July or Au- 
gust,” he added. 

“It takes almost a year exactly 
these times to get a mill started,” 
added another prominent cotton mill 
man of Belmont. “If I remember 
correctly we ran cotton through the 
Climax within six months after 
ground was broken for the mill, but 
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that was in the good old days when 
labor could be had for $1.25 a day.” 

Asked as to the probable date of 
the beginning of operations of the 
Linford, Perfection and Stowe Spin- 
ning Company, the three newest 
mills, Mr. Lineberger was not in a 
position to say, although it was evi- 
dent from his conversation that they 
may start operations sooner than is 
generally beleved. 

A peculiar fact about the names 
of the eotton mills at Belmont is 
that the majority of them bear 
names that represent superlative 
qualities, a fact that may or may not 
have something to do with the su- 
perlative value of their stock. For 
instance there is nothing positive or 
comparative about Imperial, Na- 
tional, Majestic, Sterling, Climax, 
Acme, is there? Bach name con- 
notes that which is paramount and 
highest of its kind, the peak, the 
summit, the summum bonum, so to 
to speak. It wolud seem that there 
is a limil to these superlatives in 
the naming of the new mills, but 
evideiitiy not so in the mind of D. 
P. Stowe, secretary and. treasurer, 
who calls his mill the Perfection. 

All the mills at Belmont manufac- 
ture fine yarns, the managers being 
among the first in this section to 
recognize the vast difference in the 
selling power of fine and coarse 
varns.

Canada Big Buyer of UL Ss. Textiles 
Despite Exchange. 


While there has been a decrease 
in exports from the United States to 
Canada of some goods, there has 
been a steady increase in the sale 
of American made textiles and 
ready made goods. This was the 
statement made by Lieut.-Colonel 
Cooper, director of the Canadian 
Bureau of Information, to a repre- 
sentative of the Daily News Rec- 
ord. Colonel Cooper made this as- 
sertion to prove that there was lit- 
tle basis for the statements, recent- 
ly published, to the effect that the 
exchange situation was - seriously 
curtailing shipments of dry goods 
and other merchandise from ‘ the 
linited States to Canada. Conced- 
ing that the present unsettled state 
of exchange tended to cut down ex- 
ports from this country to Canada, 
Colonel Cooper declared that the 
estimate that the cut in trade would 
amount to 50 per cent was much 
too high. It is hardly likely, he de- 
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clared, that the reduction will 
amount to more than 15 per 
providing that exchange rates re- 
main above the average of the past 
two months. 


Commenting upon the reports 
that Canada intended to grant fur- 
ther preferentials to British manu- 
facturers, thereby permitting them 
to enter goods into Canada at a 
price that could not be approached 
by American traders, he said: 

“In 1898, Canada granted to Brit- 
ish made goods a tariff preference 
of 33 per cent. Since that date it 
has been extended to a number of 
other British possessions. The ques- 
tion of whether this preferential 
should be increased from 33 _ per 
cent to a higher rate has been dis- 


cussed in Canada for the past year. 


The farmers, who are 
organized. 


very strongly 
have declared in favor of 
increasing the preferential rate 
from 33 to BO per cent, immediate- 
ly, and further to grant additional 
increases within the next five years 
until all British goods are admitted 
free in Canada. 

“While the United Farmers have 
succeeded in capturing the Govern- 
ment of the Provinee of Ontario. 
they have not made themselves felt 
al Ottawa. The Liberal party has 
also declared itself in favor of in- 
creases in the British preferential 
rates. The present Union Govern- 
ment has not made any move in 
this direction, because Canada has 
not yet fully recovered frem war 
conditions. 

“Whether the present Govern- 
ment will increase the preference at 
the next session of the Dominion 
Parliament which meets in March 
remains to be seen.” 


French of U. S. Textile 
Machinery. 


Paris.—That the reconstruction 
of textile mills in northern France 
will be notably affected by the com- 
ing presidential election in the 
United States is the opinion voiced 
by business men in Paris. They 
point out that mills, devastated on 
a wholesale scale by the invading 
ivermans, must be built anew, that 
American machinery and supplies 
must be the main factor in this, and 
that this machinery is not at pres- 
ent coming into France. The reason 
they say is twofold. 

One is the import tariff. In re- 
taliation for the American tariff 
which makes the import of French 
goods into hte United States prac- 
tically prohibitive in many cases, 
the French tariff tries to do the 
same with regard to American goods 
entering France. So that there is 
the anomalous situation that while 
American machinery is urgently 
needed to rebuild enterprises like 
the textile mills, this same ma- 
chinery is being kept out by an ad- 
verse tariff which will not be ad- 
justed until ours is, it is claimed. 

The adverse conditions of ex- 
change make up the second factor 
unfavorable to the re-establishment 
of the French textile mills. With 
the frane now ata “(figure which 
makes it worth approximately eight 
cents, the question of terms be- 
comes serious.

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Financing Plan of World Cotton 
Conference 

Since the first meeting of the 
World Cotton Conference was held 
at New Orleans last October, the ex- 
ecutive committee has met and 
worked out plans for financing the 
organization, and these are explain- 
ed by W. Irving Bullard, joint-treas- 
urer, as followers: It has been de- 
cided the support for the activities 
of the permanent organization shall 
come from three sources: 

i. From those organizations which 
under the permanent plan of organ- 
ization, will send delegates to each 
conference. 

2. From contributing members 
(firms or institution), with a mini- 
mum fee of fifty dollars each. 

3. From contributing members 
individuals), with a minimum fee 
of ten dollars each. 

The officers of the conference 
have announced this plan of financ- 
ing, confident that the organizat- 
ions, institutions and _ individuals 
which participated in the first 
meeting will give it their full sup- 
port. The executive committee de- 
voted a great deal of thought to the 
subject, with a view to distributing 
the cost of carrying on the work on 
the most equitable basis. 

Immediate action along these lines 
was necessary, if the officers were 
to put into effect the decision of the 
New Orleans meeting that the 
World Cotton Conference should be 
made a permanent and continuing 
organization. Plans are already on 
foot for the next meeting of the 
Conference which is to be held in 
Manchester, England, in the spring 
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of 1921. The scope of the organiza- 
tion 1s sO great it was necessary al 
the outset that the officers adopt a 
definite permanent plan of financing 
which would be both fair to all con- 
cerned and adequate for the needs 
of the organization. 

In announcing the above plan, the 
officers of the Conference enume- 
rate eleven distinct reasons why all 
who are interested in the cotton in- 
dustry should contribute. These 
reasons are: 

i—The World Cotton Conference 
is the first international organiza- 
tion effected which includes all 
branches of the cotton industry. 

2—Its biennial meetings held in 
successive counties—the next is 
scheduled for Manchester, England, 
June, i192i—are sure to promote 
good will and trustfulness between 
the various branches of the in 
dustry. 

3—The influence of the Confer- 
ence will be steadily exerted to in- 
sure an adequate production of cot- 
ton and the stabilizing of prices un- 
der conditions fair to both producer 
and consumer. 

4—Between meetings reports and 
other information issued by the 
Conference will promote better and 
closer relations between countries 
as well as between branches of the 
industry. 

5—The Conference will work en- 
ergetically for the adoption of bet- 
ter seed selection and methods of 
cultivation and picking. 

6—The influence of the Confer- 
ence will be continuously put forth 
to effect better methods of ginning, 
baling and compressing to the per- 


manent advantage of the industry in 
all its branches. 

7—The Conference, through the 
agencies at its command, will labor 
earnestiy for increased facilities for 
warehousing of cotton and the pre- 
vention of country damage, which 
in America alone yearly entails a 
loss of many millions of dollars. 

8—The Conference will also en- 
deavor to bring about better meth- 
ods for financing of cotton, through 
the adoption of a warehouse receipt 
which will be universally accepted 
as first-class collateral by bankers, 
both in America and other coun- 
tries. 

9—The Conference will use every 
effort to Dring at the earliest. pos- 
sible moment. the purchase of cot- 
ton, both here and abroad, by net 
weight, and the adoption of more 
equitable methods for regulating 
tare. 

10—The Conference will also work 
to secure the adoption of uniform 
classification and contracts for pur- 
chase and sale hy the exchanges, 
both in America and other coun- 
tries: 

1i—Last, bul not least, the Con- 
ference will endeavor to bring about 
the establishment of an internation- 
al bureau for the collection and dis- 
tribution of statistics covering all 
branches of the cotton industry. 
No Official British Embargo on 

Cotton Imports. 

Cablegram from American consul 

at Liverpool, dated Feb. 12, 1920.) 

It is stated by the secretary of the 
Liverpool Cotton Association that 
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there has been no official action 
stopping the import of cotton, and 
that no such action is contemplated, 
so far as he knows. As a matter of 
fact, the restriction of importation 
has been brought about by the rate 
of exchange, though the secretary 
does not believe that this entirely 
stopped exports. He has no actual 
knowledge that American cotton re- 
turned to the United States is about 
3.000 \bales, but he understands this 
to be the case. It is his opinion thal 
the matter has culmimated within 
the past 10 days and that each firm 
has used its individual judgment in 
determining the stopping point of 
buying cotton. The supply of raw 
cotton in the country he estimates 
af six months’ maximum duration. 

It is stated by a partner of one 
of the principal American broker- 
age firms that the rate of exchange 
has stopped to a great extent but 
not entirely the importation of cot- 
ton. Large resales of American 
cotton have taken place, but the 
bulk of this has been cotton that 
has not left the United States, the 
firms having found that they could, 
by selling their American futures in 
America, make greater profit than 
by importing the cotton and selling 
it here. For the past two months 
his firm has not bought, and, in gen- 
eral, this would hold among the ma- 
jority of traders, though special cir- 
cumstances, such as covering con- 
tracts, have necessitated purchases 
on the part of some. 

Since January 1, 1,719 bales of 
American cotton have been return- 
ed, according to invoices certified at 
the Liverpool consulate.

One of the largest reservoirs in the 
entire state has recently been com- 
pleted at Ware Shoals, 8. C. The 
reservoir, which occupies an area 
approximately as large as a city 
Liock, is of concrete, and has a ca- 
pacity of 4,000,000 gallons of water.

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Replacement Machinery. 


It is estimated that the deprecia- 
tion of cotton mill machinery is 5 
per cent annually and therefore 
with 15,400,000 spindles in the south, 
the normal amount of machinery re- 
quired annually to replace old ma- 
chinery would be 770,000 spindles 
with its complement of cards, rov- 
ing machinery, etc. 

The shops are now sold ahead for 
approximately three years with or- 
ders for machinery for new mills 
and yet they should send South dur- 
ing the three years at least 2,000,- 
000 spindles as replacement machin- 
ery. 

It seems to us that the cotton man- 
ufacturers of the South have been 
asleep on a matter that should be of 
vital interest to them and it is in- 
evitable that some mills will within 
three years find themselves at a 
great disadvantage from the stand- 
point of production. 

Mills do not like to place orders 
for replacement. machinery to be 
delivered three years hence but 
every day the shops are being sold 
further ahead on machinery for new 
mills and the English textile ma- 
chinery shops are already booked 
for over four years. 

There is, of course, the belief of 
many that prices will be lower in 
three years from now and yet there 
ig absolutely no assurance that any 
lower basis will prevail. 

Is it good business to do without 


replacement machinery that will be 


needed three years from now in or- 
der to possibly save-a small amount 
on the cost of such machinery? 

It seems to us that mills should 
take stock of their future § needs 
and place orders now for the neces- 
sary machinery. 


The Passing of the Closed Shop. 

There was never a more undemo- 
cratic than the closed 
shop and the beginning of its end 
will be welcomed throughout the 
entire country. 

The idea that a man should not 
be allowed the right and privilege of 
working in a shop or factory unless 
he joined a labor union and paid 
dues was certainly unreasonable and 
unfair and there

were always a 
spirit, of resentment among those 
who were forced to join the union 
or forfeit their jobs. 

It is not surprising to see a re- 
action setting in against the closed 
shop, but it will suprise many to 
see such a revolt start in the union 
ridden city of New Bedford, Mass. 

The following is a newspaper ac- 
county of a recent meeting at New 
Bedford: 

New Bedford, Mass. Feb. 20.—At 
a special meeting of the weavers’ 
union of this city, called to take 
action on the question asked by the 
Cotton Manufacturers’ Association 
relative to the agreement made last 
May following the strike of the mill 


engineers and firemen, the union 
went on record as being in favor of 
the agreement as draw up on thal 
occasion. This action means that 
the weavers endorse the “open shop” 
policy recommended by the manu- 
facturers. On the question of 
whether the union was in favor of 
walkouts before proper discussion 
and understanding of the facts at 
issue were known, the union also 
voted aaginst any such action being 
taken.

on each hank roving which produce 
their particular number of pounds. 
To complete the cost for this. de- 
partment for hank roving per pound, 
we include its proportionate amount 
of overhead, depreciation, taxes, fire 
insurance, and interest on working 
capital. These last are divided on 
the speeder spindle basis, as before 
mentioned. 


The spinning room is not quite as 
complex as the card room, and it is 
a simple matter to work on a spin- 
dleage basis for our cost. Where 
we are running two or more num- 
bers of warp it is necessary to make 
a division for general labor apply- 
ing to warp cost on the warp spin- 
dieage basis, and similarly that for 
filling on a filling spindleage basis. 
Then we divide the general help, as 
overseer, etc., on the total spindle 
basis. The same with machine shop 
cost, power, supplies, overhead, de- 
preciation, etc., that is on the basis 
of total spindles. This may not be 
clear, s0 we repeat. Of each number 
of pounds produced of each number 
of yarn, a certain number of spin- 
dies are required to make it. Then 
the total dollars for this particular 
step are divided by the total spin- 
dies; the constant figure derived is 
then multiplied by the _ different 
number of spindles on each count of 
yarn. The dollars obtained are next 
divided by the pounds produced on 
this division of spindles and we ob- 
tain the cost per pound of this par- 
ticular number. So on through all 
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the numbers being spun. 

The spooling and warping, slash- 
ing, drawing-in, weaving, and cloth 
room cost will be dealt with in an- 
other article.

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The Yarn Market 


Philadelphia,—Manufacturers who 
can use additional yarns up to July 
1, or thereabouts, are justified in 
buying now, as reductions in yarn 
rates in the meantime will probably 
not be extensive ehough to make if 
profitable to wait. 

This is the advice a local yarn 
house is giving its customers. The 
business it is handling at present is 
of small lots, with some counts sell- 
ing at or near the top figures of last 
month, but the majority moving at 
concessions. As to prices, however 
this house finds no indications of 
the imminence of any sweeping re- 
ductions and to this end seeks to as- 
sure customers that they will lose 
little or nothing by buying. now, 
provided they can convert their 
yarn purchases into goods and get 
rid of them by July 1. 

In southern single skeins from 10s 
lo 168, inclusive, some dealers are 
shading the price list a cent or two. 
These carded counts, not having 
been marked up so rapidly in the 
first place, have been firm lately. 
Single carded warps still adhere to 
ihe peak prices reached some time 
back, being in smaller supply than 
the skein yarns and having all along 
been very strong in price. 

Among the ply carded yarns, come 
dealers insist that lack of buying of 
Lhe finer counts is weakening the 
confidence of spinners who have 
been holding out part of their pro- 
duction in the past, and that more 
offerings are being made for early 
delivery. Substantial concessions in 
prices of these yarns are said to de- 
pend entirely on the quanity of 
such offerings and the ability of the 
market to absorb them under pres- 
ent conditions. 

It is now reported by local deal- 
ers that offerings of yarns from the 
South are becoming freer. This 
tendency of spinners to seek for 
business has been noted for about 
two weeks, it is said, but only in a 
comparatively few instances have 
lower prices been quoted. Dealers 
now receiving these offers of yarns 
from spinners who heretofore have 
asserted their production had been 
completely sold for months ahead, 
say it is apparent that these spin- 
ners are about fo begin giving price 
concessions. 


Several reasons are advanced as 
‘to this change in policy by certain 


spinners. Some of these explantions 
have to do with causes outside of 
the yarn business, though they may 
turn out to be valid, nevertheless. 
Sticking to the spinners’ relations to 
this market, however, it is believed 
here that a good many of them have 
heen holding out production in the 
past. This is a familiar game. 
Spinners turning out 20,000 pounds 
a week. for instance, are said to 
have fed half of it into the market 
at the hiehest fieures they could get 
or by the method that is deseribed 
here as “skimmine the cream” off 
eurrent demand. The other half of 
their production has been held for 
demand in future months at the still 


higher prices most spinners have 
belheved they could get. 

Since this process started - among 
the spinners, demand hereabouts 
has become a dead issue and during 
recent weeks, these yarns have be- 
gun to pile up. As a result, spot de- 
liveries are now being offered local 
dealers at a time when nobody is 
buying. 

Carded yarns are much quieter, 
In the local markets agents were 
not disposed to’ revise their quota- 
lions much but they conceded thaf 
bids would result In uncovering 
varns at lower prices than have 
been quoted since the first of the 
month. Most spinners have plenty 
of business in hand and are offering 
nothing, while a few are quite ready 
to talk on a basis nearer.to buvers’ 
wishes. |

Gray goods, trading continued 
very light, sales being limited large- 
lv to small lots for quick or nearby 
shipment. The difficulty being ex- 
perienced in getting spot goods of 
certam constructions, was evidenc- 
ed by certain of the bids which were 
reported. For instance, in 60x48s. 
6.25 yard print cloths, some spots 


sold early in the day at 21 cents, but 
further lots seemed hard to get— 
and first hands reported having sold 
limited quantilies of spots in the 
South, at 124% cents. The situation 
in 64x60s, 5.35 yard, was about on 
the same scale. 

Cloth markets generally were 
quiet and there is a distinct soften- 
ing tendeney noted in many direc-

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Knit Goods 


Philadelphia.—Feburuary is wit- 
nessing the quietest knit goods mar- 
ket since April, 1919, and in the 
opinion of manufacturers, will mark 
the low ebb for the year. 

Prices have remained firm, un- 
derproduction constituting the sus- 
taining factor. While it is admitted 
underproduction may soon become 
overproduction, with not the slight- 
est increase in output, as November, 
i918. circumstances are viewed as 
pointing to nothing more calami- 
tous than a prolongation of supend- 
ed buying. 

There are no accumulations of 
stocks in mills, and there has been 
sufficient buying for spot delivery 
to indicate, in the minds of leading 
operators. that warehouses gen- 
erally are pretty well bared. As to 
merchandise for future delivery, 
mills are no more eager to sell than 
are jobbers to buy. Both are wailt- 
ing. in full knowledge that any ex- 
traordinary demand will disclose a 
scarcity of manufactured goods. 
The market is believed to have had 
its worst jolt in the recent slump in 
cotton and exchange, but it is. a fact 
that it has not responded to the re- 
coveries. 

There have been cancellations of 
hosiery bought for export, but these 
have not been sufficient to disturb 


the domestic market, which appears 
to have been free from  cancella- 
tions. A large quanity of infants’ 
socks which had been bought for a 
foreign account were thrown back 
on the mill. The market is short of 
this class of goods, and an outlet for 
the socks was quickly found. One 
of the smaller jobbers sought to es- 
cape lability for shipment of five 
cases of ladies’ hosiery, and sought 
fo return the merchandise on the 
allegation that the goods were sec- 
onds and had been returned by. a 
retail customer. The mill however, 
is insistent on remittance for the 
entire lot and has put it up to the 
merchant to either pay the bill or 
produce the seconds in court. 
Underwear has suffered no.  dis- 
turbance, so far as current business 
is concerned. but mills which had 
sold only to July for fall are some- 
what dubious as to the remainder of 
the season. An underwear manu- 
facturer who sees a price decline in 
theory only, last week bought 50,000 
pounds of cotton yarn, deliveries to 
commence in July, and several have 
eantracted for small lots for deliv- 
eries to September, the yarns coy- 
ered in these transactions being in- 
tended for underwear to retail dur- 
ing the spring and summer of 1921.
